700,000 WORKERS 
READY TO STRIKE 


Unless he New York Trac- 

tion Trouble Is Settled by 
Thursday— Union Leaders 
to Issue Sympathy Strike 
Call. 


New York, September 18.—Failure of 
negotiations being conducted by Mayor 
Mitchel to provide a basis of settlement 
of the traction strike in this city will 
result in a call Thursday for a sym- 
pathetic strike of approximately 700,- 
000 workers, union leaders declared aft- 
er a conference late today between 
representatives of several crafts. 

The call will be issued, it was stated, 
to all unions affiliated with the Cen- 
tral Federated Union of New York, the 
Central Labor Union of Brooklyn and 
the Federated Union of the Bronx, 
Westchester and Yonkers. Some of the 
unions already have authorized a strike, 
union leaders said, and referendums 
are in progress in others. 

Statement by Shonts. .._—_. 

Theodore P. Shonts, president of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company 
and the New York Railways company, 
today issued a statement in which he 
said the companies would refuse to 
confer further with the strikers. This 
announcement was made after Mr. 
Shonts had been informed that Mayor 
Mitchel had agreed to act with Oscar 
S. Strauss, chairman of the public serv- 
ice commission, in‘an attempt to bring 
the strikers and companies together. 

Mayor Mitchel said tonight that he 
had asked the citizens’ committee of 
the chamber of commerce and repre- 
sentatives of the Merchants’ associa- 
tion to meet with him tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the situation. During the day he 
conferred with labor leaders, but no 
practical plan was evolved to settle 
the difficulties. 

Traffic on the subway and elevated 
lines continued normal today and there 
was a noticeable improvement in sur- 
face car conditions. Some violence was 


reported and several arrests were made. 


Missiles were thrown at élevated 
trains from roofs of houses, but no one 
was seriously injured, according to po- 
lice reports. | 

Hebrew Trades toe Strike. 

The United Hebrew Trades, repre- 
senting a membership of 200,000 or- 
ganized workers, tonight voted to go 
on a sympathetic strike as an aid to 
the striking car men, if they are called 
upon to do so by the Central Federated 
union. 

The vote was taken at a meeting of 
delegates said to represent every craft 
in the united trades, including the gar- 
ment industries, in which many women 
employed. Arrangements were 
made to notify the membership of 200,- 
000 to be ready to answer a strike call 
at any time. 

Five hundred motormen and con- 
ductors employed iby the New York and 
Queens County Railway company went 
on strike at midnight. The strikers 
assert that agreements entered into 
between the company and the men were 
broken when the railway officials sent 
65 miotormen to Manhattan to do duty 
on the surface cars of the New York 
Railways company. Brooklyn and 
Richmond (Staten Island) now are the 
only boroughs of the city not affected 
by the strike. 


PROF. KETTLE KILLED 
FIGHTING FOR BRITAIN 


Dublin, September 19.—-Lieutenant 
Thomas Micksel Kettle, professor of 
economics in the National university, 
has been killed in action at Ginchy. 
He was a ‘brother-in-iaw of the late 
Sheehy Skeffington, who was shot dur- 
ing the recent uprising in Ireland. In 
1906, Professor Kettle made a tour of 
the United States in the interest of the 
Irish cause. 


CHARGES NEGRO ROBBED 
HIM OF YEARS’ SAVINGS

Money Still Needed 
By Schools of City 
To Care for Pupils 


The question of additional finances 
for the schools, to care for the in- 
creased attendance and the need for 
more teachers, is still unsettled. 

Council yesterday passed a resolution 
of Alderman Armistead setting aside 
for the use of the school department all 
money collected from tuition from out- 
of-town pupils in the system up to and 
including December 31, 1916. This paper 
has been approved by the mayor and 
will probably be signed when it is 
presented to him. 

It is pointed out that the money 
raised in this way will not amount to 
more than $3,000, while the schools are 
in need of about $5,000 for all neces- 
sities. The money derived from out- 
of-town tuition usually goes to the gen- 
eral city fund. 

The schools need money for addi- 
tional teachers and for 500 new seats 
and 5,000 feet of blackboard. 

Mayor Woodward explained Monday 
that he wanted to help the schools in 
every way possible, but that the city 
now owes about $210,000 in unpaid 
bills and the treasury has no funds to 
give to the schools. .

UFFIGERS OF CAMP 
FAVOR HIKE PLANS 


Southeastern Fair Authori- 
ties Believe Fifth Regiment 
Will Be Allowed to Come 
to Atlanta. 


General Walter Harris, commanding 
Camp Harris, at Macon, and Colonel Or- 
ville H. Hall, commanding the Fifth 
Georgia regiment, of Atlanta, now en- 


camped at Camp Harris, have approved 
of the invitation extended to the Fifth 
to return to Atlanta for Southeastern 
Fair week, according to announcement 
of Colonel Hall Monday by long dis- 
tance telephone to Ivan Allen, president 
of the Southeastern Fair association. 

Atlanta is anxious to have her boys 
of the- Fifth home again for a visit 
and reports from Macon indicate that 
the boys of the regiment are more than 
willing to take the hike home. 

Plans will be set on foot at once, 
said Mr. Allen Monday, to take up with 
Washington at once the question of 
allowing the Fifth regiment to hike to 
Atlanta for the fair. 

Will Make Thorough Log. 

The first step will be that of making 
a thorough log of the route of the hike, 
mapping out such details as the dis- 
tances of a day’s march, the route of 
the march, the accommodations for 
camping and'‘noon hour stops. For the 
purpose of making this log, a commit- 
tee from the Southeastern Fair associa- 
tion will within the next few days call 
upon General Harris at Camp Harris 
and will be accompanied back to Atlan- 
ta in automobiles by Colonel Hall and 
two staff officers who will log the 
route, 

It will be necessary that this infor- 
mation be obtained to be included in 
the report which will be made to Wash- 
ington asking permission to allow the 
Fifth regiment to come to the fair. 

‘Tf Atlanta really wants the Fifth 
regiment to come home for the fair,’ 
said Mr. Allen, “all she has got to do 


lieve that permission from Washington 
will be forthcoming."’ 

The return of the Fifth for fair week 
will not only be very much of an event 
of the week for Atlanta, but requests 
from towns all along the line between 
Atlanta and Macon are coming in to 
have the Fifth stop for lunch or camp 
for the night, in event of their mak- 
ing the contemplated march to Atlanta. 
The hike from Macon, indications are, 
would be hardly less than a triumph- 
al march for the Fifth. 

Wipe Increase in Expenses. 

™Mhe expense of the hike, it is stated, 

-d not be considered, for the reason 
cnat the same expenses would be going 
on if the regiment stayed in the camp 
at Macon for the same length of time. 

It is further pointed out that if the 
lifth is sent to the border—and un- 
doubtedly it will be sent—it will be 
necessary for the regiment to take a 
hike of not less than 83 miles before it 
can qualify for regular border duty. 
The hike to Atlanta would be a few 
miles in excess of the required distance 
and would place the Fifth just that 
much nearer the qualifying mark when 
it goes to the Rio Grande. 

A splendid camp site has been of- 
fered the Fifth for this proposed visit. 

The hike from Macon, it is antici- 
pated, would do wonders in arousing 
interest in military affairs throughout 
the state; especially in the country 
through which the regiment would 
march. Ddily drills and maneuvers at 
the fair grounds befordéthe people of 
Atlanta and the thousands of other 
people from all parts of the state would 
serve to stimulate further interest. This 
outloo upon the possible effects or 
Such a hike as is proposed lead those 
interésted in it to believe that a better 
method of stimulating recruiting for 
the Georgia units could not be devised 
than to allow the Fifth to take this 
test of endurance, to say nothing of 
*se zeal and enthusiasm it would add 
to the spirit of the men already en- 
listed. 

The Fifth consists of approximately 
1,000 men and officers and would 
therefore make no mean showing in 
mere numbers. 


THREAT OF GERMANS 
MAY PROVE BOOMERANG 


Washington, September 18.—Reports 
that German firms may go to court in 
Germany with their complaints of non- 
delivery of goods contracted for in 
America, but held up by the allied 
blockade, drew the suggestion from of- 
ficials here today that such litigation 
might prove a commercial sword that 
would cut both ways. It was pointed 
out that American firms might also 
have recourse to the courts in cases of 
breach of continuing contracts, and 
that a series of legal decisions mignt 
greatly clarify the situation by estab- 
lishing to what extent war might ‘be 
considered an adequate defense in such 
suits. 

Should the German courts confiscate 
American property because of allegea 
breach of contracts, it was said the 
State department would intervene dip- 
lomatically to prevent or right mis- 
carriage of justice. American property 
interests in Germany would be fully 
protected, officials declared. 


TURKS ARE KEEPING

Tallahassee, Fla., September 18.—T'wo 
witnesses were put on the stand this 
afternoon in the Knott-Catts ‘ recent 
case before the supreme court, who 
testified that they saw two men in the 
office of the clerk f circuit court at 
Jasper, in Hamilton county, one night 
shortly after the democratic primary 
of June 6, last, with a ballot box be- 
fore them on a table and counting what 
appeared to be ballots, and marking and 
figuring. The two witnesses, Barton 
and Knowles, said the men were 
Messrs. Murrow and Hunter. Murrow 
is an employee of Comptroller Knott's 
office, and Hunter is clerk of the Ham- 
ilton county court, 

Hunter and Murrow followed them on 
the stand. Murrow explained that he 


was in the clerk’s office on the night 
mentioned in an official capacity for 
the state, checking up the accounts of 
the clerk; that Clerk Hunter was with 
him; that they had nothing to do with 
te ballot boxes, and what the two men 
thought were ballots were simply slips 
of figures made on the adding machine 
which they had been using and which 
ligts they were checking up. Clerk 
Hatnter substantiated this statement. 
The court has not yet examined the 
alleged altered ballots of either Ham- 
ilton or Madison counties, which coun- 
sel for S. J. Catts, the democratic nom- 
inee for governor, claim were changed 
to give W. V. Knott, the contestee, who 
is seeking to compel a recount by the 
state canvassing board of certain 
amended returns, an apparent plurality.

WAR MAKES SOVEREIGN 
OF AMERICAN DOLLAR 


French Writer Discusses the 
Financial Position of 


United States. 


Paris, September 18.—Max Hoschiller, 
in an article in The Temps today, con- 
trasts America’s financial position now 
in respect to foreign countries with 
what it was before the war. The ar- 
ticle says: 

“Then the United States was sending 

Surope from $200,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000 in interest on its borrowing, 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000 spent by 
tourists, $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 to 
expatriates and $20,000,000 ta $40,000,- 
000 in ocean freights. 

“Sinee the war the United States has 
imported $730,000,000 in gold and has 
paid back a considerable amount of its 
previous borrowings, increased its for- 
eign trade by $2,250,000,008 yearly and 
loaned to foreign countries $1,470,000,- 


to 


000, so that the dollar now has replaced 
to a considerable extent the old sov- 
ereignty of the English pound abroad. 

“Whether the United States will re- 
tain, with her deficient financial or- 
ganization, the position recently won, 
will depend upon American financial 
and commercial policies. The arrival 
in France of an American commercial 
mission is an indication that Americans 
are realizing they must follow the law 
in exchanges between countries, buying 
in general as much as they sell.”

VILLA'S ATTACK 


CREATED CHAOS 


In Chihuahua City--Bandits 
Rode Horses Into Palaces. 
Several Hundred Bodies 
Buried — Villa Watched 


Fight From Hill. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, September 
18.—Forces of government soldiers have 
been detailed to bring order out of the 
chaos created by Villa’s Hidalgo day 
attack upon the state capital. Several 
hundred bodies of men and animals 
have been removed from the streets 
and buried outside the city. Buildings 
which suffered from gunfire are being 
dynamited. Scores of workmen are en- 


gaged in restoring the city’s telephone" 


and telegraphic communication. 

Eighty prisoners taken in the en- 
gagement have been executed. These in- 
clude M. Choas, formerly Villa’s chief 
of staff, and Mariano Tames, who, as 
a colonel in Juarez, recently attempted 
unsuccessfully to induce the garrison 
there to revolt. 

Rode Into Palaces. 

The federal and municipal palaces 
suffered most heavily in the engage- 
ment. The bandits. rode their horses 
inside the palaces and tore from their 
hangings costly tapestries, paintin 
and mirrors. Furniture was broken 
into splinters and doors pulled down. 

Although numerous rumors were cur- 
rent here last week that the city was 
to be attacked, the report was not 
generally credited. After the engage- 
ment, however, it developed. that 
throughout the night before Villa’s men 
had been concealed about the outskirts 
of the town, listening to the merri- 
ment of the independence day celebra- 
tion and awaiting the signal to attack. 

Four separate attacks were launched 
at the town after its residents had re- 
tired for the night. In a drizzling rain 
just before dawn the outlaws crept 
from their hiding places and closed in 
on the Carranza sentries, One force 
made for the penitentiary, where the 
release of the: prisoners was effected. 
Another force attempted to seize the 
recently arrived artillery, a third made 
for the palace, apparently in an at- 
tempt to seize ammunition stores be- 
lieved to have been concealed there. 
The fourth column attacked a school 
house used as a barracks. 

Villa Watched Fight. 

Prisoners taken in the engagement 
said that they were led by Villa, Mar- 
tin Lopez and Uribe, Tarango, Murga 
and Padilla, and that all but Villa par- 
ticipated actively in the fighting. The 
bandit leader, on a hill three miles to 
the northwest, was seen. with field 
glasses by officers of the garrison. The 
prisoner added that when the attack 
was made they were being pursued to 
the southeast by government troops un- 
der General Vargas and General Cava- 
zos. Neither of these commandg par- 
ticipated in the battle, however. 

Government cavalry is pursuing the 
fleeing bandits to the northwest into 
the Santa Clara canyon district, But 
thus far no reports have been re- 
ceived here from General Matias Ra- 
mos, commanding. 

REIGN OF TERROR 
IN SAN LUIS POTOSI. 

Laredo, Texas, September 18.-—Ad- 
vices received here indicate that a 
reign of terror exists in the state of 
San Luis Potosi, Mexico, from the 
Neuvo Leon state line to Queretaro, as 
a result of the activity of a band of 
outlaws, reported to be under the 
leadership of the Cedillo brothers, who 
have proclaimed themselves “legal- 
istas.” Their followers are said to in- 
clude men formerly identified with 
General Carrera Torres. 

One report received here today stated 
that the bandits held up a train near 
Tamosopo September 12 and secured 
$62,000; another told of the destruction 
of a Carranza troop train on the fol- 
lowing day and the killing of forty 
soldiers, and a passenger who arrived 
tonight from San Luis Potosi reported 
that in an encounter with the bandits 
last week every officer on the staff 
of General Davila, governor of San 
Luis Potosi, was killed. General Davila 
and members of his staff were en route 
to Mexico City when they were at- 
tacked. Davila, according to _  to- 
night’s arrival, was dressed in civilian 
clothing, and escaped in the brush, 
eventually returning to San Luis Poto- 
si. It was understood that he had been 
summoned to Mexico City to accept a 
cabinet portfolio. 

Carranza troops are reported to have 
suffered heavy losses in engagements 
with the bandits last Friday and Satur- 
day at Doctor Arroyo, in the state of 
Nuevo Leon, and Norriega, San Luis 
Potosi. 

DEFEAT OF VILLA 
CLARIFIES PROBLEM. 

New London, Conn., September 18.— 
Villa’s defeat at Chihuahua City, Mex- 
ico, by General Trevino will tend to 
clarify relations between Mexico and 
the United States, in the opinion of the 
Mexican representatives on the joint 
commission in session here to formulate 
a program for maintaining order along 
the border.

Have Ceased Their Retreat 
in Dobrudja Province and 
Have Drawn a New Battle 
Line — Russo - Rumanian 
Army Is Reinforced. 


In Macedonia the French troops have 
captured the town of Florina, Greece, 
Mfrom the Bulgarians, who are reported 
| by Paris to be retiring in disorder 
northwest in the direction of Monastir. 
In the Lake Ostrovo region and near 
Cerna the Serbs have gained additional 
ground. On the Doiran front, where 
the British are engaged, only artillery 
engagements have taken place. 

To stem the tide of the advance of 
the army of the central powers in the 
Dobrudja region of Rumania, the Ruma- 
nians and Russians have ceased their 


retreat and definitely drawn their bat- 


tle line. This extends along the front 
of Rachova-Txopadin-Tuzla, running 
from the Black sea to the Danube just 
south of the ancient double ramparts 
known as Trajan’s wall, which. begin 
at Constanza on the sea, and run west- 
ward to the river. Both Sofia and Ber- 
lin report fresh advances in this ré- 
gion, while in Transylvania the Ruma- 
lnians are reported to be continuing 
their progress against the Teutonic 


allies. 


FLORINA IS TAKEN 
BY FRENCH FORCES; 
BULGARS FLEEING 


Paris, September 18.—(Via London.) 
Florina, an important town in north- 
western Macedonia, was carried by as- 


sault by French troops today, accord- 
ing to an official statement issued here 
tonight. The Bulgarians are retiring 
in disorder in the direction of Monastir, 
the statement adds. 

Serbian troops also have gained suc- 
cesses in the region of Lake Ostrovo. 

The statement follows: 

“East of the Cerna, Serbian troops 
have reached the approaches to Motnt 
Vetrinik and repulsed violent Bulga- 
rian attacks.

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Mr. Baker. “We have 

‘ng to do with putting armor on them 
or placfng machine guns, but. some of 
our men at Aldershot, England, recent- 
ly were notified that the British gov- 
ernment intended to armor some of the 
tractors and use them for work other 
than the usual towing of big guns. 

“Germany héd some of these tractors 
before the war began, and although 1 
do not understand just how it occur- 
redyg I believe she} may have got others 
since then. We have sent some to 
France and some to Russia. So far as 
I know wp tntil the recent appearance 
of the armored cars the tractors were 
used to tow big guns. I understand 
thaf Germany used about forty of them 
in their work before Liege early in 
the war and recent photographs show 
that the British are using some of 
them for the same purpose.” 

Mr. Baker said he did not know how 
many of the 1,000 tractors sent to Eng- 
land had been armored and put in serv- 
ice as land battleships, nor.did he know 
what equipment the British war office 
had placed upon cars to be used in this 
work. 

Can Go Over Almost Anything. 

“It is true,” said Mr. Baker, “that 
these tractors can go ahead over almost 
anything. They can straddle a trench, 
go through a swam, roll over logs, or 
climb through shell craters. It looks 
uncanny to see them crawl along the 
ground, just like a huge caterpillar. In 
a thick forest, if they encountered trees 
they could not brush out of their way, 
the ycould easily uproot them and clear 
their own paths.” 

Mr. Baker said the. tractors sent to 
England weigh about 18,000 pounds 
each, develop 120 horse-power and are 
built of steel. The' caterpillar feature, 
he explained, is of the utmost impor- 
tance. Speaking broadly, the tractor 
crawls on two belts, with corrugated 
surfaces, on either side of the ody. 
The corrugated surface is on the 
ground. On the inside of the belts, on 
each side of the body, are two lines of 
steel rails making four lines in all.

He suggested that the 
Britisk authorities probably had 
lengthened the track on the tractors 
used in trench work, giving them even 
greater power to surmount obstacles. 

“We've been making these tractors 
for the British government for a long 
time,” said Mr. Baker, “and have not 
talked much about it.” 

Although Mr. Baker would not dis- 
euss the matter, it was understood the 
United States war department is ex- 
perimenting with armored tractors 
somewhat like those now in use in the 
British battle line. 

CREDIT FOR TANKS 
GIVEN TO CHURCHILL. 

London, September 18.—The British 
war minister, wWavid Lloyd-George, 
Sives credit to Winston Spencer Chur- 
chill, the former first lord of the ad- 
miralty, for the new armored cars 
which have appeared in the British 
lines on the Somme front. In an inter- 
view today, Mr. Lloyd-George said: 

“It is really Winston Churchill more 
than anyone eelse to whom credit for 
the new armored cars is due. He took 
up with enthusiasm the idea of mak- 
ing them a long time ago and met with 
many difficulties. He converted me, 
and at the ministry of munitions we 
went ahead and made them. 

“The admiralty experts were inval- 
uable and gave the greatest possible as- 
sistance. They, of course, are experts 
in the matter of armor plating. Major 
Stern, business man at the ministry of 
munitions, had charge of the work of 
getting them built, and he did the task 
very well. Colonel Swinton, of the in- 
telligence department of the general 
staff, and others also did valuable 
work.” 

Asked for his personal opinion about 

the cars, the war minister said: 
“We must not expect too much from 
them. But so far they have done very 
well and reflect credit on those re- 
sponsible for them. The enemy has by 
no means a monopoly on inventive in- 
genuity.”’

the entente allied forces of Florina, 
Macedonia. 

According to Reuter’s Saloniki corre- 
spondent, the Bulgarians, in extending 
their line so far south as the region 
of Lake Ostrovo, with limited forces, 
Played a bold but dangerous game. Suc- 
cess would have compromised the whole 
entente allied line, but lack of success 
was bound to prove costly by jeopard- 
izing the whole sulgarian right. 

The first wavering among the Bul- 
garians, says the dispatch, was caused 
by the unexpected pressure of the 
French and Russians on their extreme 
flank, and the Serbians, profiting by 
this indecision, attacked energetically 
on the 12th and 13th. At first the Ser- 
bian infantry made little impression on 
the well-entrenched Bulgarians, but 
after a strong hombardment with high 
explosives the Serbiang carried line aft- 
er line of trenches, compélling the Bul- 
garians to abandon the whole of their 
advanced position along the Malkantdze 
range, with thirty-two guns, including 
two heavy guns. 

The whole Bulgarian right wing fell 
back and the entente allies obtained 
command of the ranges dominating the 
Florina plain. 

An Athens dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company describes the later 
phases of the concentration for the at- 
tack on Florina, which was carried out 
with the greatest secrecy. The contin- 
gents were divided into three parties 
in a converging movement to connect 
at Florina. The Russians started from 
Verria, southwest of Saloniki, and pro- 
ceeded by forced marches. A French 
column was directed against the same 
objective, while the Serbians in the re- 
gion of Horovitz were ordered to repel 
the Bulgarians from the heights in the 
vicinity of Ekshisu and Petroslou. The 
Bulgarians were decimated and fled 
maee wth ge 2 a :

ALLIED TROOPS 
REINFORCED. 


Berlin, September 18.—(Via London.) 
The allied (entente) forces in eastern 
Rumania have received reinforcements, 
the war office announced today. They 
have taken up a line across Dobrudja, 
a few miles south of the railroad run- 
ning from Constanza to the Danube. 

The statement says: 

“After retreating for three days be- 
fore the pursuing allied (Teutonic) 
troops, the defeated Russian and Ru- 
manian armies have taken up a pre- 
viously prepared position on approxi- 
mately the line of Rachova-Txopadin- 
Tuzla, where they were joined by fresh 
reinforcements. German battalions 
proceeded along the bank of the Dan- 
ube to a point south of Rachova, and, 
having come in contact with the ene- 
my, captured five guns and repulsed 
counter attacks.

HOW RUMANIANS 
WERE DEFEATED. 


Amsterdam,’ September 18.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Detail's of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen’s victory over the Russians 
and Rumanians in the Dobrudja dis- 
trict are given in a copy of the Berlin 
Vossische Zeitung received here. The 
paper says: 

“A German division moving along the 
Danube east of Silistria drove back a 
Rumanian division upon the Russians, 
who formed the right and center of 
the line. The Germans then got on the 
flank of the Russians and at the same 
time German and Bulgarian cavalry, 
operating on the German right, drove 
a Serbian division back along the rail- 
road. Thus Field Marshal von Mac- 
kensen"s troops formed the letter U 
with the Russians, Serbians and Ruma- 
nians crowded within the loop. 

“The Russians held their front for 
some time until Mackensen concen- 
trated his forces on them and their 
resistance collapsed. 

he Rester Lloyd says: 

“The battle of Dobrich which cleared 
Mackensen's right flank lasted three 
days and nights. The Rumanian forces 
came up only on the third day. The 
brunt of the fighting was maintained 
by the Russians and the Serbian’s.” 


KENTUCKY FEUD LEADER 
KILLED BY U. S. OFFICER 


Leaington, Ky., September 18.—Word 
reached here today from Perry county 
that Mose Feltner, known as one of 
the leaders in the Hargis-Cockrell feud 
in Breathitt county in 1906, had béen 
shot and killed by United States Mar- 
shal Sizemore, while resisting arrest. 

It was Feltner who testified that he 
had accepted employment to kill James 
Marcum in 1906, but had in’stead warned 
Marcum that an attempt would be 
made on his life. It was this confession 
that led to the arrest and trial of Judge 
James Hargis, Sheriff Ed Callahan, Cur- 
tis Jett and numerous others. Both 
Hargis and Callahan were acquitted, 
but the celebrated feud was apparently 
broken.

Eye-witness Gives Details 

of Fighting on Somme Sep- 
tember 15-16—German Po- 
Sitions Strong But Were 
soon Taken. , 


———— 


London, September 18.—A British of- 
ficial communication issued this even- 
ine gives a more complete account of 
the fighting in the Somme region of 
France of September 15-16. It says: 

“The attack was launched at 6:20 
a. m. of the 15th on the front from the 
Leuze wood to Pozieres. The enemy’s 
position consisted of a treble line of 
entrenchments, connected by = strong 
subsidiary trenches. In addition, the 
enemy was jiolding some advanced po- 
sitions, with machine guns in -trenches, 
works and shell holes behind these for- 
tifications and at a distance of some 


7,000 yards from our front had recently | 
constructed and wired a fourth line of | 


trenches in front of the Le Transloy- 
Bapaume road. 

‘Supported by more than a thousand 
suns of all calibers, the hostile defense 
was formidable. Punctually, our in- 
fantry, accompanied by heavy armored 
cars, moved forward to the assault 
close under cover of our field artillery 
and barrage. 

German Idne Carried. 

“The front of the German line was 
carried everywhere except at two 
points, namely, on the high ground be- 
tween Ginchy and the Leuze wood and 
at the Foureaux wood. Neglecting 
these places, the infantry swept for- 
ward around them and by 10 o'clock in 
the morning had captured the wie of 
the village of Flers, with its strong 
points, and advanced © a position be- 


‘yond the village. 


“The outskirts of Martinpuich and 
Courcelette also were reached about the 
Same time. The latter two villages fell 
into our hands in the course of the 
afternoon. The Northumbrian and Lon- 
don territorials, Scottish and English 
new army divisions, with troops from 
Canada and New Zealand, shared with 
Our guards the credit for these suc- 
cesses. 

“On our right the enemy maintained 
his hold on the high ground northwest 
of uze’ wood, and our efforts to dis- 
lodge him were not successful. At the 
Foureaux wood, however, the enemy 
began to surrender when both his 
flanks were turned, and by 11 o'clock 
the whole wood was én our possession. 

“We thus gained not only the whole 
of the ground between the Combles val- 
ley and the river Ancre, but are well 
down the forward slopes. Thanks to 
Our excellent artillery observations 
thus afforded we are in a position to 
inflict heavy punishment on the Ger- 
mans. Our armored cars gallantly led 
the action, knocking out hostile ma- 
chine guns and inflicting heavy losses 
by their machine gunfire, enfillading 
the German trenches and causing inde- 
scribaible demoraliaztion in the enemy's 
ranks. 


Germans Counter Attack. 


“On the night of the 15th the enemy 
began to counter attack with forces 
hastily brought from all directions. 
These counter attacks continued 
throughout the 16th and all were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the enemy. 
The New Zealand troops after gaining 
their objectives on the 15th particu- 
larly heavily counter attacked and. not 
only stood their ground and punished 
the enemy severely, but even made some 
progress. 

“On the 16th our troops matte further 
progress, especially in the direction of 
Les Boeufs. In the,course of the above 
operations, and close connection with 
them, the new army troops have skil- 
fully and gallantly extended our gain 
south of Thievval, seizing trenches and 
capturing hundreds of prisoners. The 
result of the fighting is of great im- 
portance and is probably the most ef- 
fective blow which has yet been dealt 
the enemy by the British troops. 

“The damage to his morale is prob- 
albly the greater consequence than the 
seizure of dominating positions and the 
capture of between 4,000 and 5,000 pris- 
oners. 

“To date since the first of July the 
British forces al on the Somme bat- 
tle front have mét and engaged 35 Ger- 
man divisions of which 29 have already 
been defeated and withdrawn ex- 
hausted. 

“During the last week in the battle 
area only 14 hostile aeroplanes have 
been reported as crossing our lines, 
while our machines have made be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 flights across the 
enemy’s lines.”

Desperate fighting continues around 
Deniecourt, while action both in the 
Champagne district and on the Verdun 
front, where the French captured a 
trench on Deadman hill, are recorded. 

The text reads: 

“North of the Somme a brisk attack 
fave us the mastery of a group of 
trenches 200 meters south of Combles; 
we took 50 prisoners. 

“Violent artillery fighting continues 
in the sectors of the Bethune road. 

“south of the Somme fierce fighting 
continued at Deniecourt. Our infantry, 
after capturing the village and the 
last of its defenders has driven back 
the enemy’s advanced posts to a dis- 
tance of about a kilometer to the south 
in the direction of Ablaincourt. 

“Simultaneous operations enabled us 
to occupy a trench west of Horgny, 
and oust the enemy from three small 
woods southeast of Deniecourt and also 
to occupy several trenches to the south- 
west. 

“The total number of unwounded pris- 
oners taken Sunday and Monday in this 
sector exceeds 1,600, of whom 25 are 
officers. 

“In Champagne there was consider- 
able artillery activity on both sides in 
the region west of the Souain-Somme- 
Py road. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun) we captured a German trench on 
the southern slopes of Deadman hill, 
some prisoners remaining in our hands. 

“The day was calm on the rest of 
the front.”

South of the river the 
enemy last night delivered several 
counter attacks against our trenches 
located east of Berny and south of 
Deniecourt.- In this latter region the 
Germans delivered no fewer than three 
violent attacks. Each one was re- 
pulsed with heavy losseg for the en- 
emy. 

“East of Berny, as well as imme- 
diately east of Deniecourt, we have 
made further progress. The latter 
point was completely encircled. 

“The number of prisoners counted 
up to the present time has reached 
1,200. Also ten machine guns of the 
enemy are now in our hands. 

“According to information obtained 
from some of these prisoners the losses 
inflicted during the fighting yester- 
day in the vicinity of Berny upon the 
Tenth division of German reserves and 
upon the one hundred and twentieth re- 
serve regiment were enormous. Two 
battalions of the thirty-eighth regi- 
ment, eleventh division, were almost 
annihilated by our artillery fire. 

“There has been nothing of im- 
portance to report from the remainder 
of the front. 

“Flight Adjutant Tarascon has 
brought down his fifth enemy machine. 
This aeroplane fell near Deniecourt. 
The same day Flight Lieutenant Huer- 
teaux brought down his ‘seventh Ger- 
man aeroplane, 

“French air squadrons have conduct- 
ed various bombardments. Twelve 
shells have been thrown down on the 
railroad station at Nantillois, and 33 
missiles thrown down at Villers-Car- 
bonel and..Horghy from an altitude of 
800° yards, caused serious damage.” 


GERMANS ADMIT . 
LOSS OF VILLAGES. 


Berlin, September 18.—(Via London.) 
Abandonment by the Germans of the 
village of Berny and Deniecourt, to- 
gether with positions between Barleux 
and Vermandovillers, south of the Riv- 
er Somme, is reported in today’s official 
statement. ™ 

North of the river, the statement

GROUND IS LOST 

BY THE RUSSIANS, 
GERMANS REPORT 


Berlin, September 18.—(Via London.) 
A German attack against the Russians 
who are attempting to capture’ the 
Galician town of Halicz resulted in the 
defeat of the Russians, who lost the 
greater portion of the territory gained 
on Saturday, the war office announced 
today. In addition to _ inflicting 
heavy casualties on the Russians, the 
Germans took 3,500 prisoners and 16 
machine guns. 

The statement says: 

“Eastern Theater: Army Group of 
Prince Leopold: West of Lutsk our ef- 
fective curtain of fire impeded an at- 
tempt of the enemy to launch a rush 
attack against the troops of General 
von Marwitz. North of Czelov a fee- 
ble attack was repulsed easily. Many 
thousands of Russian dead cover the 
battle field of Saturday. 

“Between the Sereth and the Stripa 
repeated Russian attacks against the 
troops under General von Eben result- 
ed in the same complete failure and 
heavy losses for the Russians as on the 
preceding day. 

“Army Group of Archduke Charles 


Francis: In heavy fighting west of the 
Zilota Lipa Turkish troops, supported by 
their allied comrades, successfully de- 
fended themselves against superior 
forces of the enemy. Hostile detach- 
ments which penetrated’ their lines 
were driven out. 

“German troops under the command 
of General von Gerok made counter at- 
tacks on both sides of the Narayuvka 
(a tributary of the Gnila Lipa.) The 
Russians were unable to stem the ad- 
vance of these troops. A greater por- 
tion of the territory lost Saturday is 
again in our hands. Not taking into 
account the heavy casualties of the en- 
emy in killed or wounded, he lost 3,500 
prisoners and 16 machine guns. 

“In the Carpathians Russian attacks 
were repulsed. 

“Southeast of Hatzeg, in Transylva- 
nia, fresh fighting is nigh ogee om in our 
favor.

RUSSIANS FAIL, 
AUSTRIANS REPORT. 


Vienna, September 18.—The official 
statement from general headquarters 
today reads: 

“Eastern front: On tthe Russian 

front, south of Hatzeg and Hoetzing, 
new and successful fighting took place. 
Yesterday seven Rumanian cannon an 
several machine guns were captured. 
North of Fogaras, the enemy entered 
Kohalem, without fighting. 
\ “Front of Archduke Charles Fran- 
eis: In the Carpathians the enemy at- 
tacked between Three Lands Corner, 
southwest of Dorma Watra, and Haf- 
niawa at numerous points. The allied 
troops repulsed him everywhere. 

“On both sides of the Lipnicadolna 
a counter attack delivered by the Ger- 
mans resulted in the almost complete 
recapture of the positions taken by 
the enemy Saturday. Northeast of the 
above mentioned place Ottoman troops 
with the allies victoriously repulsed 
strong Russian advances after bitter 
fighting. . 

“The army of General von Bothmer 
captured sixteen officers, 4,000  sol- 
diers and 16 machime guns. 

“Front of Prince Leopold: Army of 
General Count von Boehm-Ermolli. 
The enemy yesterday repeated his at- 
tacks during the afternoon between 
Zborow and Perpelniki. The enemy’s 
masses gave way everywhere before 
the stubborn tenacity of the defenders. 

“The army of General von Tersctan- 
szky had to repulse only a rather weak 
advance. Other attempts to attack 
were frustrated at the very begin- 


ning.” 


NO CHANGE, 
RUSSIANS SAY. 


Petrograd, September 18.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —“Attempts by the Turks to 
make an attack in the region of the 
village of Adisa, on the Caucasian 
front, were frustrated by our fire,” 
says the official announcement is- 
sued here today. 

“On the western (Russian and Ga- 
lician) front there were no events of 


importance.” 


Petrograd, September 18.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—News of a series of new battles 
in the general neighborhood of Halicz 
in Galicia, ends an almost unprece- 
dented period of quiet extending on all 
the Russian fronts except that in Asta 
Minor where the Turks without mark- 
ed success are steadily repeating their 
efforts to launch an offensive against 
the left flank of the Russian Caucasian 
army. 

General Brussilloff has energetically 
resumed his campaign against Lem- 
berg, and Halicz, which obstructs the 
way to that city from the southeast, 
is again being subjected to the most 
violent pressure. 

It is believed b 
here that the left flank of the army of 
the German general, Count von Both- 
mer, will soon be obliged to give way 
before the fierceness of the Russian 
onslaught, leaving the way to Halicz 
open from the north. In the first of 
the present series of battles, in which 
the number of German prisoners ta- 
ken argues defeat for the entire Ger- 
man division, all three arms of the 
Russian forces contributed almost 
equally to the result. 


ITALIANS ATTACK 
AUSTRIAN WORKS 
IN DENSE MASSES 


Amsterdam, September 18.—(Via 
London.)—A telegram printed by The 
Cologne Gazette today says the Italian 
attacks against the Austro-Hungarian 
positions near Gorizia, on the plateau 
of Koman, which have been proceeding 
for two days, are not to be compared 
with any battle, however bloody, of the 
Italian war up to the present, but only 
with the great fighting in the west or 
the last Russian offensive.

All 
the aeroplanes returned safely although 
they were pursued by the enemy and 
fired on by anti-aircraft batteries. 


AUSTRIAN REPORT 
ON THE FIGHTING. 


Vienna, September 18.— (Via Lon- 
don.)—The Austrian war office today 
issued the following in regard to op- 
erations against the Italians: : 

“Italian theater: Yesterday the Ital- 
jan third army renewed its attacks 
against the whole of our front on the 
Carso plateau. During the last four 
days’ fighting the tenacious defenders 
maintained their position. Wherever 
the enemy penetrated our first line 
trenches he was driven back again by 
counter attacks. At many points, how- 
ever, his assaults broke down under 
the concentrated fire of our brave ar- 
tillery with very heavy losses. 

“The Eighty-Seventh infantry regi- 
ment played a prominent part. near 
Lekvieza in the successful repulse of 
enemy assaults. In the front sector 
of the plateau detachments of the 
Thirty-Ninth infantry regiment repuls- 
ed three attacks of Italian grenadiers 
with canqulnaty losses. 

“Lively artillery firing continues 
from Wippach to the region of Plava. 
On the Fiemme valley front the enemy 
repeated his fruitless advances by 
weak detachments against our posi- 
tions on the Fassan ridge. 

“Southeastern theater: Unchanged, 

“Naval events: On the 9th, 17th and 
18th of September a hydroplane squad- 
ron successfully attacked the railway 
establishments at Mestre with heavy 
and light bombs, mon, * several hits 
on the railway station. otwithstand- 
ing a most violent bombardment by 
the enemy all our geroplanes returned 


undamaged.”

Kaiser’s Last Colony Practical- 
ly Conquered—All Ports | 
Have Been Taken. / 


‘London, September 18.—An official 
statement issued by the British war de- 
partment today regarding military op- 
erations in German East Africa says: 

“The enemy has been dislodged from 
the Uluguru hills with the loss of many 
men, quantities of stores and most if 
not all of his artillery and gun ammu- 
nition depts, which constantly are be- 
ing discovered and destroyed. . 

“On Friday British forces which had 
fought their way since August 28 
through and to the east and west of the 
central mountainous area, effected a 
junction near Kissaki, at the southern 
hills, the remnants of the enemy’s 


' troops having retired to the southeast. 


“West of Uluguru hills,, Lieutenant 
Colonel Vandeventer’s columns are ap- 
proaching the great Ruaha river on the 
road to Mahenge, driving a strong en- 
emy detachment southward before 
them. 

“Lindi and Mikindani, the last ;re- 
maining ports in the German colony, 
have been occupied by naval forces, 
royal marines and African troops. 
Small German forces retired inland in 
each case.”

Washington, September 18.—A _ pro-

thorities are attempting to force a loan 
of 1,000,000,000 francs ($200,000,000) 
from the Belgian banks and that M. 
Garlier, director of the National Bank 
of Belgium, has been imprisoned be- 
cause of his refusal to consent to the 
proposal, was filed at the state de- 
partment today by the Belgian lega- 
tion. 

In a statement the legation declared 
his advices ‘confirm the information 
concerning the seizure by the Germans 
of private capital in Belgian banks and 
show at the same time the utter con- 
tempt in which the German govern- 
ment holds the international laws and 
the inviolability of private property.” 

Recent press reports from Havre con- 
tained references to such a loan and 
to the imprisonment of M. Carlier. The 
Overseas News Agency, a semi-official 
Berlin concern, however, denied in a 
statement that there had been any seiz- 
ure and declared the bank had agreed 
to the loan. The arrest of M. Carlier, 
the agency declared, was “not connect- 
ed with this transaction.” 

State department officials have not 
indicated that they considered the con- 
troversy one in which the United States 
should intervene. 


BELGIAN MINISTER 
MAKES STATEMENT.

Belgian National bank and the Societe 
Generale de Belgique, which a German 
wireless dispatch recently said had 
been transferred to the Reichsbank and 
there credited to the Belgian ingfitu- 
tions, under agreement with the¥Bel- 
gian banks. 

“The German wireless from Nauen 
on september 16 explicitly admits the 
fact denounced by the Belgian finance 
department of the transfer, after long 
resistance, of the funds of the National 
bank and the Societe Generale de Bel- 
gique to the Imperial bank. The terms 
of the wireless, in addition, permit of 
the presumption that the Germans de- 
cided to place the funds extorted “by 
placing in circulation the forced cur- 
rency without a real guarantee which 
can only aggravate the injury to Bel- 
gium. 

“In accordance with its usual tac- 
tics, the German government denies 
that there is any connection between 
that extortion and the arrest and de- 
portation, also admitted, of M. Carlier, 
director -of the National bank. It is 
enough to oppose to that denial the 
fact that M. Carlier was arrested and 
deported, without trial, the first of 
August at the time of the maneuvers 
for the extortion, which the wireless 
called ‘pourparlers engaged in during 
several months.’ e 

“The wireless again denies any con- 
nection between the forcible transfer 


of the funds and the fifth German war. 


It is nevertheless evident that 
this transfer gives the Imperial bank 
a fresh supply of cash with which to 
swell its subscription to the loan. 
“The Belgian government does not 
yet know the details of. the threats of 
violence employed, but it does know 
that to break the resistance of the 
banks an ultimatum was sent to the 
National bank and the Societe Generale 
threatening both with immediate s8e- 
questration and forcible liquidation. 
“The protests of the Belgian minis- 
ter of finance of the 13th and 15th of 
September were then well founded.”

New York, September 18.—A torpedo 
sank the British ship Kelvinia, carry- 
ing twenty-eight Americans, accord- 
ing to G. W. Dillard, of Richmond, Va., 
one of the Americans, who arrived here 
today on the Cunard liner Tuscania. 

Dispatches from England left in 
doubt the question whether the Kel- 
vinia, bound from Newport Mews, V3., 


to Glasgow, was torpedoed or sunk by 
a mine on September 2. 

Agents of the department of state 
met the Tuscania upon her arrival here 
and took the depositions of the Ameri- 
cans. 

Agscording to Dillara, the Kelvinia 
was torpedoed at two o’clock in the 
morning without any warning having 
been given. The vessel listed imme- 
diately and as there were not enough 
boats for both the crew and the Ameri- 
cans, who were engaged as hostlers 
for the cargo of horses, many of the 
Americans put on life belts and jumped 
overboard. They were rescued by a 
trawler after floating about for four- 
teen hours. 

Dillard said that at the time the Kel- 
vinia met with the mishap he saw 
srrig &® small light which later 
weemed to disappear under the waves.

PAPER MAKERS TO MEET 


NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS 


To Discuss Means of* Regulat- 
ing the Distribution of 
White Paper. 


Washington, September 18.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the News Print 
Manufacturers” association notified the 
federal trade commission today that it 
was teady to meet a committee of 
newspaper publishers to discuss means 
of regulating the distribution of white 
paper so that small publishers may suf- 
fer no injustice and may be relieved of 
the prospects of suspending publication 
which many of them are said to face 
because of the paper shortage. 

A suggestion by the trade commis- 
sion that manufacturing machines now 
engaged on other grades of paper be 
transferred temporarily to news print 
was rejected BY the executive commit- 
tee as impracticable, and to a further 
prosposal that factories be operated on 
Sundays to relieve the shortage the 
committee replied that efforts to induce 
labor unions to sanction Sunday opera- 
tion had failed. The commission will 
endéavor to secure appointment of a 
cOmmittee of publishers to take up 
these and other suggestions with the 
manufacturers. 

In reply to the commission’s plan for 
Sunday operation and for the transfer 
of machines temporarily from other 
grades to news print paper, the execu- 
tive committee wrote: 

“The executive committee, speaking 
for themselves and with much certain- 
ty for most of the members of the as- 
sociation, have announced that they 
would be perfectly willing to run their 
mills to the extent that it was possible 
to run them with due regard to the 
upkeep of machines in the mills, but 
that all efforts that had been put forth 
heretofore by the newspaper publish- 
ers to induce the labor unions to agree 
to operate the mills with which they 
have contracts had utterly failéd.

The bandits 
opened fire, killing two brothers and 
seriously wounding two others. The 
bandits then disappeared into the tall 
bushes of the everglades from the side 
of the road.

Return to the Camp 
For Coming Battle 


Allowed for Soldiers to 
Take Trips Home—Prepa- 
rations for Sham Battle. 


By Frank Craigie. 

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., September 
18.—(Special.)—-When the “war ma- 
chine” shuts down on anything, it shuts 
down with a hard and fast jam that 
makes itself felt. It will be felt Tues* 
day morning when the final word has 
been said wpon passes to the “old home 
town,” for business and social reasons. 

For the pass privilege is revoked. 

It will take a serious condition of 
affairs, something very near to a mat- 
ter of life and death, to give enough 
impetus to an application to put it 
through, and the heavy hand has fallen 
alike upon officers and enlisted men.

Instead of that, we have had numerous 
instances of street pavements which have 


either proven utterly worthless.or lived but . 


half their allotted time. 

Several years ago the city, through a 
contractor, started to put down on the Bou- 
levard a poor piece of pavement. The prop- 
erty owners there found it out before the 
work was completed and rose up in arms. 
They succeeded in getting a substantial 
pavement which is almost as good today as 
when it was put down. It is the one recent 
instance of this kind in Atlanta’s history. 

In almost every other case we are con- 
fronted by the results of carelessness or in 
efficiency. 

It is child’s play! Even an admittedly 
inefficient city administration should be able 
to do better than this! 


» FOR NEGRO EDUCATION. 


A conference for negro education has 
been called by James E. Shepard, president 
of the National Training School for Ne- 
groes, at Durham, N. C., to meet in that 
city November 21-24 next, to which all in. 
terested in the betterment of negro educa- 


tion are cordially invited. 


It is noteworthy that this conference pro- 
poses to deal with the subject upon a busi- 
ness basis, upon a basis of results that will 
best equip the negro Yor subtsantial self- 
support, and aid him most in a self-sustain- 
ing career. 

This ig the kind of work the leading ed- 
ucational institutions.fgy the negro, located 
in the south, and fost and assisted by 
the white people in this as well as in other 
‘gections, are néw doing.

»Moreover, if anyone has any patricular ideas 
about the betterment of the negro’s condi- 
tion upon these lines, this conference will 
furnish him an opportunity to present it. 

The work is one to which the white peo- 
ple of the south can well afford to lend 
their encouragement and assistance. 

Education that will make the negro a 
better and a more capable citizen, and 
which, in the industrial world and where 
he has the ambition and the ability, will 
lift him above the plane of the ordinary la- 
borer, will not only help the negro race but 
it will help conditions among both races in 
the south. 

The opportunity is opening up for him 
more and more every year as a result of 
such conferences as thattobe held shortly 
at Durham. They day is not far distant 
when there will be a chance for all of them 
who wish to take advantage of it. It means 
self-respect, better employment and better 
living conditions. It is a good work and 
should be encouraged. 


CLEAR CASE OF FORGERY. 


The attempt of certain persons in New 
Orleans to bear the cotton market by forg- 
ing the name of Henry N. Pope, president 
of the Louisiana Farmers’ union, to a num- 
ber of telegrams sent to newspapers all 
over the country, in which it was stated that 
organization had fixed 12 cents a pound 
ag the maximum price of cotton, should be 
treated and dealt with as a crime, and 
punishment dealt accordingly. 

It now develops that instead of fixing 
12 cents a pound as the price at which cot- 
ton should be sold by the farmers, the Louis- 
iana Farmers’ union set it at 20 cents and 
declared that no sale should be made be- 
low 15 cents a pound. In its resolutions, 
the union said: 


We find that conditions warrant a 
price of twenty cents, and we urge 
farmers not to sell any cotton at all at 
less than fifteen cents. 


There is the real story, but somebody 
forged the name of Mr. Pope, the newly 
elected president of the union, to telegrams 
that were sent all over the country. They 
were, naturally, published in many news- 
papers. 

It has been charged that the Associated 
Press sent out the statement, but this is 
incorrect. The Associated Press did not 
handle the story in any way. 

The guilt rests with a clique of con- 
spirators, whoever they were, who “cooked” 
up a false telegram, signed Mr. Pope’s 
name to it, and then went to work to make 
their profits in the New York cotton mar- 
ket the next day. 

It is as clear a case of rascally forgery 
as was ever perpetrated, and those respon- 
sible for it should be just as amenable to 
the laws as if they had signed somebody 
else’s name to a bank check. 

The papers which received the telegram 
were deceived by the signature of Mr. Pope 
who, as is now clearly proven, had nothing 
to do with it. 

If Louisiana hasn't a law to deal with 
criminals of this sort, she ought to have. 


A WARNING TO GEORGIA. 


Mississippi is contending with the poor- 
est cotton year in her recent history. 
Weather conditions and the boll weevil to- 
gether have played havoc with the Missis- 
sippi crop until, in some sections of the 
state, the average production is cut down 
to 25 or 30 per cent of the normal yield. 

A series of telegrams from different Mis- 
sissippi points, published in The Vicksburg 
Herald. lays bare the extraordinary dam- 
age which cotton has suffered from these 
causes. A telegram from Aberdeen says: 

“Monroe county will yield about 6,000 
bales as against 15,000 last year.”’ 

Walthall, Miss., reports in Webster coun- 
ty about 20 per cent of a normal crop. 
Scooba, Miss., says Kemper county's crop 
will be the shortest for many years. From 
Oxford, Miss., comes the news that in La- 
Fayette county, “Fhe boll weevil activity 
has increased rather than dimnished and 
the farmers Know the crop will be a dis- 
aster.” : 

Meridian, Miss., reports that damage 
from the storms, rain and boll wevil has 
been aproximately 75 per cent and that “the 
boll weevil in many places has practically 
destroyed the crop.” 

The rift in the clouds comes from Vicks- 
burg, where, although the damage has been 
as great as in other sections of that state, 
it is reported that, ‘Warren county farm- 
ers, as a rule, are now planting cotton as 
their surplus crop and have a few ,hogs, 
cattle, sheep and goats and the good house- 
wife is raising turkeys, chickens and geese. 
These, with a good fall garden and the sat- 
isfactory price they will get for their cot- 
ton, will make them fairly prosperous for 
this year.” 

The Vicksburg Herald is right in com- 
mehting that the lesson of it all is more 
hogs, cattle, chickens, grain, hay and: other 
food crops. The Constitution and every 
other agency which has the agricultural! in- 
terests of this state at heart, has endeav 
ored for the past ten years or more to 
hammer this principle in. It is the one and 
only hope against the weevil which has al- 
ready taken between 20 and 25 Georgia 
counties, and next year will more than 
double that number. 

The farmers of Georgia, especially in 
the boll wevil section and that adjacent to 
it, should begin to make their plans right 
now. Let them destroy their cotton stalks 


crops for next year, with cotton as a sur- 
plus. 

It is their best chance, practically their 
only chance. If they will do it, they will 
win. If they neglect this opportunity the 
responsibility must rest upon their own

The Sunny Side of the War— 
At Least to the Favored Few 


| 
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Editor Constitution: At the end of the 
second year of war, we :haye had many 
gloomy calculations as tothe actual bank- 
ruptecy of the nations of Europe, and as to 
the perils attendant on the impending dis- 
covery by the people of this fact, now con- 
cealed by inflated currency. It costs $25,- 
000—more or less—to kill a man, and the 
number still marked for killing staggers 
comprehension. Meanwhile the total bonded 
debt of Europe rises to the $60,000,000,000 
mark, and does not “hover” there—it sweeps 
straight on. The nations are spending some 
$75,000,000 évery day, Great Britain alone 
about $15,000,000. All of them have robbed 
the cradle and the grave, the savings banks 
and the insurance associations, taking away 
real money and giving paper bonds instead. 
Each of them has created debts beyond the 
power of humanity to pay, and demanding 
interest charges which no statesman dares 
look in the face. 

Let us turn from this dark picture to the 
brighter side. When the world loses some- 
body must gain. Some must find in war con- 
tracts a golden opportunity. <A friend in 
Paris writes that he sat at dinner next to a 
man who had made $10,000,000 from war con- 
tracts, his prseent income being $30,909 a day. 
Similar hopeful calculations come to us from 
Great Britain, France, Japan and from the 
United States. They constitute the sunny side 
of war. As usual, the records from Germany 
are most precise. Here are some of them: 

In a recent number of F¥riedenswarte, a 
journal now published in Zurich, Dr. Oscar 
Stillich, professor in the Humboldt academy 
at Berlin, gives a study of the corporations 
who are making money in Europe while ev- 
erybody else is headed towards bankruptcy. 

Dr. Stillich’s essay (as translated into 
French by Dr. Puech, ‘La Paix par le Droit,” 
March, 1916) relates chiefly to the three great 
armament factories which existed in Ger- 
many before the war. 

Hiding Fabulous Profits. 

The first is the Krupp society at Essen. 
The actual gains of this corporation do not 
appear in the public statement of dividends. 
It has never let the facts appear for fear 
that the people would ask for a division of 
profits. The chief owner, Madame Sertha 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach, receives this 
year a dividend of 12 per cent. The kaiser, 
another large holder, no doubt receives his 
proper share. Other shareholders distri bute 
four and six per cent to their clients. A 
balance-sheet is published, but this is in- 
tended to obscure rather than to elucidate. 
It shows that a certain amount is charged 
as depreciation: another as reserves, cost of 
buildings, machinery, etc. But no estimate 
is made of the amounts thus subtracted, or 
of other large sums, “war funds,” and the 
like, held ‘back with no record of their amount 
or their purpose. : 

Examining this report in detail, Dr. Stil- 
lich shows that in the first year of war the 
House of Krupp made a clear gain of $24,000, - 
000, as against $10,000,000 in the highly profit- 
able preceding year of getting ready for 
war. The nominal capital stock was raised 
from $54,000,000 to. $62,000,000 in 1914-15. The 
house speaks of itself as the “sine qua non 
of German victories,” regardless of the fact, 
according to Dr. Stillich, that before 191i “it 
furnished materials to the actual enemies vf 
Germany,” the indispensadies of their victo- 
ries also. But the real profits, it is Known, 
run far above the figures printed. According 
to Dr. Stillich, the Krupp family is satisfied 
with $6,250,000, as against $5,000,000 in 19138- 
14. In the year 1914-15 Germany alone has 
paid the Krupps two and one-half times the 
sums they received from all sources inside 
and outside Germany before the war. The es- 
tablishment could have paid a dividend of 
24 per cent, but for the first time since its 
foundation “it has set apart $5,750,000 for its 
work of national aid.” Dr. Stillich asks 
whether this is due to sympathy or fear. “Is 
it to compensate for the immense sacrifice 
of blood, or a mark of sympathy with the ter- 
rible lot of the working classes? Is it recog- 
nition of the danger in such accumulation 
by a single family of an income greater than 
that of the emperor or of any of the confed- 
erate princes, or the industrial magnates of 
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upper Silesia“ 
Resuscitating Dead Competitors. 

Die Rheinsche Metallwaaren and Maschin- 
enfabrik of the Ehrhardts at Dusseldorf was 
apparently never able to compete with the 
Krupps in time of peace, for it yielded no 
dividends before the war. The corporation 
is duly grateful for war, which in their pros-~- 
pectus is described as the national protec- 
tion “against the degeneration of peace.” It 
is also “a protection of war traders against 
poverty.” The gains for the first two months 
of war have enabled the Ehrhardts to make 
retroactive dividends of six per cent, Cov- 
ering each of the lean years from 1905 to 1909, 
This corporation ventures to accuse the 
Krupps of counterfeiting a long-range can- 
non devised under the’ direction of the Ehr- 
hardts. This shows that even the war trade 
has its troubles. Those who rob the public 
sometimes plunder each other. 

Die Deutschen Waffen und Munitions 
Fabrik of Logwe at Berlin has cut down the 
32 per cent dividend of last year to 20 per 
eent. It is safer to do this, as the people are 
growing sensitive. But their gross receipts 
and profits have risen and their capital stock 
has been doubled. “And no one knows how 
much has been set aside before fixing the 
profits at $2,000,000.” The establishment 
claims that it is necessary to keep a fund 
in reserve on account of foreign contracts. 
The foreign trade, formerly more than half 
its output, is now cut off, but the number of 
workmen has risen from &,441 to 12,000, and 
the profits the managers dare not make pub- 
ic. 

Besides these three great centers of the 
war trade, four minor factories have dis- 
tributed 12 to 32 per cent in dividends, all 
without intelligible statement of actual gains. 

The extraordinary discretion of these cor- 
porations leads Dr. Stillich to remark that “a 
statement of these reports proves (to para- 
phrase a word of Talleyrand) that ‘speech 
was given to man to conceal his business.’ ”’ 

On these and other facts in the war trade, 
Dr. Stilich bases the obvious argument that 
a state should save itself from the waste in- 
volved in these profits by making for itself 
the instruments for destroying life its rulers 
déem necessary for its security. 

But that again has jts difficulties, per- 
haps equally serious. “The way of the trans- 
gressor is hard,” and every state which would 
make a business of killing comes under this 
condemnation.

It 
acted like an intoxicated chicken hawk in 
the afternoon and like a playful comet at 
night. You would be content, no doubt, to 
ride soberly and quietly along, boulevarding, 
as it ‘were up and down the milky way with 
proper head and tail lights, but with no 
shooting the chutes or looping the loop ac- 
companied by the explosion of Roman can- 
dies and firecrackers. Your idea would be a 
friendly sociable flight into the sunset or 
through the shadowless moonlight or in and 
out of a drifting cloud. Thrills are all very 
well for the other fellow, but most of us 
are content to take our pleasure without the 
thrills.

A CAFETERIA FOR HOGS.

PASSING OF THE FAST SHIPS. 
(From The Philadelphia Pess.) 

So few Americans, except those under 
pressure of business, — in Europe now- 
adays, that comparatively little has been 
said concerning a marked change in the 
character of ocean transportation, not :‘in- 
likely to endure eveh for some years after 
peace is declared. Time was when whizzing 
between continents was a favorite Yankee 
pastime. Eighteen-kKnot ships were censured 
as “slow catches” and the possibility of cross- 
ing the Atlantic in three days was freely dis- 
cussed.

Greece Will Not Prove. 
Food Resource to Nations 
Of the Triple Alliance 


Washington, September 18.—(Spectal.)— 
The resources of Greece with respect to that 
country’s possible influence on the outcome 
of the European war are set forth in the 
following war geography bulletin issued by 
the National Geographic society: 

“Unlike Rumania, Greece will not prove 
to be a food resource of the entente allies 
On the contrary, this the most southerly of 
the Balkan nations, does not produce enough 
cereals to feed her own people. Its chief 
agricultural products—currants, the vine and 
the olive—are to be classed among the lux- 
uries rather than the necessities. 

“Including the territory acquired through 
the treaties of the first «nd eecond BHKalkan 
wars. Greece has an area about equal to the 
combined areas of Belgium, Holland and Den- 
mark. With the Albanian territory of north 
Epirus, which the entente allies nermitted 
her to occupy in November, 1914, her total 
area now exceeds 46,000 square miles, be- 
ing about as large as the state of Missis- 
sipp!, but with a population (5,000,000) two 
and three-fourths as great, nearly approxt- 
mating that of Illinois. 

Army of 450,000. 
“Although Greece is in ‘straightened f- 


nancial circumstances,’ her expenditures in: 


1914 exceeding her revenues by $31,600,999, 
she maintains an army of 60,000 officers and 
men in peace times and it is estimated that 
by calling out her reserves of all classes she 
can put 450,000 men in the fleld, while her 
total available unorganized strength adds a 
half million to that number. 

“Military service in Greece, as among al! 
her neighbor nations, is compulsory, and 


parliament has fixed upon 25,000 recruits as. 


the annual contingent. The period of active 
service required in the army is three years 
for cavalry and artillery and two years for 
infantry. For 21 years after his active train- 
ing, which begins in his 20th year, the Greek 
citizen belongs to the first reserves, and for 
eight years thereafter he is listed among 
the second reserves, a total of 31 years’ lia- 
bility to military service. 

The equipment of the infantry is the 
Mannlicher-Schonauer rifle, eimilar to the 
Rumanian small arms. The field artillery is 
the French Schneider-Canet quick firer. 


American Warships. 


“America has an especial sentimental in- 
terest in Greece’s small navy, as two of her 
strongest fighting units are the Kilkis and 
the Lemnos, 23,000-ton warships which were 
renamed after having been purchased from 
our Own government in 1914 for $12,500,000. 
Launched as sister ships in 1904, .they were 
known in the American navy as the Mis- 
sissippi and the Idaho. Another Greek ‘war- 
ship with an interesting history is the 10,000- 
ton Averoff, which bears the name of a 
Greek millionaire who, by a provision of his 
will, left the bulk of his fortune to his coun- 
try for the improvement of its navy. The 
two modern warships are the George I., (19,- 
500 tons), and the Admiral Coundourietis (5, - 
500 tons), ‘both launched in 1914. A power- 
ful ‘battleship of 23,500 tons displacement is 
now under construction. 

“On the north and northwest Greece abuts 
on Bulgaria, Serbia and Albania, the fron- 
tier touching each of these countries: being 
about the same length. In all other direc- 
tions the peninsula is waterbound. So in- 
dented is its shores that few Places in the 
country, save in Thessaly and Macedonia, are 
as much as 50 miles from the sea, and al- 
though it has only about one-fifth the area 
of the Spain-Portugal peninsula it has a 
longer coast line. With the long-range 15- 
inch rifles of the modern battleship almost 
every part of the historic nation would be 
vulnerable to the bombardment of a French 
English or Italian fleet.” ;

Council yesterday placed on its sec- 
ond reading and passed an ordinance 


prohibiting the placing of any distri- . 


buting station for whisky or beer out- 
side of the inner fire liimts of the city. 

The ordinance was brought up in 
council some time ago and referred to 
the police committee. Last week this 
committee held a meeting at which the 
officials of the Southern Express com- 
pany were invited to be present to give 
their reasons against the proposed re- 
moval of their distributing station 
from its present location at Mangum 
and Chapel streets, close to the Wal- 
ker street school. 

Committee Favors Ordinance. 


None of the company officials appear- 
ed at the meeting. The committee 


voted to recommend the ordinance fa- 


vorably. 

Councilman Edwin Johnson Monday 
moved that the ordinance be re-referred 
to the police committee, saying that 
J. B. Hockaday and R. C. Alston, man- 
ager and counsel for the express com- 
pany, had informed him that at the 
last meeting of the committee they 
were both out of the city. He said he 
felt they should be given a chance to 
lay their side of the matter before the 
committee. 

“Mr. Hockaday told Councilman Ren- 
froe and myself that if council passed 
the ordinance we might expect to have 
the matter thrown into the courts at 
once to be fought out cz: its legal points, 
They have promised to contest the re- 
moval of the station,” said Councilman 
Johnson. 

Councilman Ashley told council that 
“if any members of that body would 
take the trouble to go to the station 
and see how close it is to the Walker 
Street school, they would not hesitate 
about the passage of the paper. 


Ashiey Demands Change. 


“It is a shame that these children, 
simply because they are poor, should 
be forced to pass this place on their 
way to school,” he said. “It is not 
safe for them with the class of people 
who frequent the station every day 
and with the company sending out in 
the city 30,000 packages of liquor every 
month.” 

Councilman Renfree, in speaking for 
the immediate passage of the paper 
said: “It is no use to parley with the 
company any longer. They won't agree 
to move, and the only way to do is to 
have the matter fought out in court. I 
favor the passage of the paper.” 

Councilman Johnson, after hearing 
the arguments of the members for the 
passage of the ordinance, moved that 
it be placed on its second reading and 
passed. Council voted for his motion.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS | 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, September 18.—(Special.)—By 
the end of this week nearly 10 per cent of 
the cotton crop will be “in sight’ and per- 
haps another 10 per cent in motion toward 
the point where cotton is counted. The 


ability with which the market absorbs cot- 
ton is amazing and there can no longer be 
any doubt but that speculators are compet- 
ing with spinners in tne buying. 

The mills’ takings have, however, 
to fall behind the movement and there is 
an accumulation. Last week it amounted 
to a difference of 150,000 bales and this 
week probably in the neighborhood of 200,- 
000 bales of speculative buying will be need- 
ed to care for the market. That the buy- 
ing power is there is shown by the action 
of the market. This new buyers are talking 
20-cent cotton as an inevitable outcome of 
@ rather poor crop and an accumulated 
shortage of goods in Oriental countries, but 
the evidence thus far shows an increase 6f 
100,000 bales in America with a cessation 
of 100,000 bales in other countries, bring- 
ing the ‘mills’ takings of each year about 
identical. 

The new buyers of cotton, however, care 
little for figures; to most of them a crop 
of 10,000,000 bales or 20,000,000 bales means 
the same thing—they are only impressed 
with cotton as being a neglected specula- 
tive opportunity. Buying cotton at ap- 
proximately the 16-cent level seems to US @ 
dangerous pastime for those who do not 
need the cotton and we are fearful lest some 
fit of speculative despondency induces these 
new buyers to turn sellers right at the time 
the farmer is reaping his harvest. 

We would like to see cotton at 20 or 25 
cents per pound as a sustained value, and 
although we are bearish, we do not think 
such prices impossible, but we are fearful 
that such prices will not be realized by 
those who raise the cotton, for they seem 
as a unit unwilling to sell at present prices.

During part of the interval between 
these two points an increase in the 
United States visible supply total led 
to rather free selling and to a conse- 
Quent. bearish reaction, but analysis 
Showed that the enlargement of the 
Supply was chiefly at the seaboard and 
at Buffalo. This tact caused sellers to 
change front and was a decided factor 
in bringing about the final bulge. An- 
nouncement that 600,000 bushels had 
been disposed of for export helped also 
rene holderg late in the ses- 

_ Reports that much wheat on track at 
Kansas City and Omaha had not met 
with ready sale brought out assertions 
that the sole reason was a disposition 
on the part of owners to wait for bet- 
ter prices. In this connection it was 
pointed out that world shipments were 
smaller and that the trade seemed more 
willing than on Saturday to attach im- 
portance to the news of Rumanian de- 
feats at the hands of General von Mac- 
kensen. Besides, official estimates of 
the Canadian crop were lower than any 
private figures which had so far ap- 
peared. j 

Frost damage reports from Illinois 
and from western Indiana and north- 
ern lowa hada bullish effect gn corn. 
Ten to fifteen per cent of the late corn 
in the district mentioned was said to 
have been injured.

It was 
understood that none of the names of 
the victims would be disclosed at the 
preliminary hearing of the seven be- 
fore a federal commissioner here to- 
morrow. ‘These victims, principally 
wealthy men whose flirtation with 
pretty women led them into traps from 
wihch they escaped only on payment 
of large sums, will be shielded from 
publicity except as a last resort, it was 
said. 

The evidence secured in two cases 
already generally known, authorities 
said, together with incriminating ev!- 
dence found in the apartment where 
the seven were arrested, will be pre- 
sented to the commissioner. Clabaugh 
expects the seven will be ordered re- 
moved to Philadelphia for trial with- 
out a stubborn resistance before the 
commissioner. 

Confessed to His Part. 

Developments in the case reported 
to Clabaugh today included the arrest 
at New York of Frank Crocker, alleged 
former member of the gang, who is 
said to have confessed to a part in the 
swindling of Mrs. Regina Klipper, of 
Philadelphia, and the arrest at Phila- 
delphia of William Butler, held there in 
connection with an alleged blackmail 
plot against the late Mrs. Susan G. 5. 
Winpenny. Clabaugh also revealed to- 
day the source of the information that

Baker's Tribute to Mills. 

The statement follows: 

“T have a deep sense of personal loss 
in the death of General Albert L. Mills. 
From the time of my coming to Wash- 
ington he has been more than zealous 
in his self-sacrificing devotion to the 
affairs of the militia bureau, of which 
he was the head, and his patience, ‘wis- 
dom and kindness have greatly sim- 
plified both my task in becoming famil- 
ian with the war department and the 
difficult undertaking which fell to the 
department upon the call of the mili- 
tia to the Texas border. 

“Plainly, the devotion of General 
Mills to his work took strength with 
which he might otherwise have (been 
able to resist the sudden illness. 

“Few officers in the service have had 
a more distinguished or varied career. 
In -active military operations he was 
severely wounded, but recovered iis 
health and became the builder of the 
new West Point, which is undoubted- 
ly the most monumental military school} 
in the world. His last years have been 
spent in reorganizing the militia and 
bringing about a higher degree of sym- | 
pathy and co-operation between it and} 
the regular army. His death marks the, 
passing of a brave soldier, a cultured 
educator, a fine administrative officer 
and an upright gentleman.” 

Once Stationed in Atlanta. 

General Mills was a native of New 
York and was appointed to the military 
academy from that state in 1874. He 
served with distinction through the 
Spanish war and the Philippine insur- 
rection, and in 1904 was promoted by 
President Roosevelt from the rank of 
captain to brigadier general. For sev- | 
eral years he served as commander | 
of the department of the gulf, with 
headquarters at Atlanta. Only last 
month he was commissioned a major 
general. 

The task of federalizing the state 
troops under the plan laid out by con- 
gress in the reorganization bill recently 
has rested largely upon Gen- 
Mills as chief of the militia bu- 

His work was greatly compli- 
cated ‘by the fact that the troops 'were 
called for border duty before there had 
been opportunity to work out the new 
scheme. 

General Mills leaves besides his wife, 
a son, Lieutenant Chester P. Mills, of 
the Ninth cavalry, and a daughter, Mrs. 
mil P. Laurson, wife of Lieutenant 
Laurson, of the Eleventh cavalry. 

The general was stricken with pneu- 
monia last night. He was at his desk 
Saturday afternoon and took a long 
horseback ride yesterday morning.

James Woodrow, an aunt, who wel- 
comed him as “Tommy” and remarked 
to Mrs. Wilson: 

“Since he took to writing books he 
calls himself Woodrow.” 

Mr. Wilson then visited the Colum- 
bia Theological’ seminary, where his 
father once taught, and was shown the 
chair and room used by the elder Mr. 
Wilson. He was told of a plan to name 
a library planned by the seminary aft- 
er his father. Afterward he and Mrs.
